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Sir: 

In response to the written Restriction Requirement dated May 15, 2007 in the above- 
identified patent application. Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the invention of Group 1 (claims 
56-85), with traverse. Applicants note that the Restriction Requirement also sets forth a requirement 
for the election of species that appears to cross the various groups set forth in the Restriction 
Requirement (without limiting the election of species to particular inventive groups). While it is 
believed that the requirement to elect a species in each of the identified non-elected groups is 
unnecessary. Applicants hereby elect the following in order to expedite prosecution and avoid a 
holding that the election is considered non-responsive: 

A. An IL-7 conformer comprising the amino acid sequence of sequence NO: 2; 

B . A pharmaceutical composition further comprising a hematopoietic cell growth factor 
selected from SCF, G-CSF and GM-CSF; 
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C. A pharmaceutical composition further comprising a cytokine selected from 11^2; 

D. A pharmaceutical composition further comprising an antigen derived from the 
hepatitis virus A, B, C or E; and 

E. A nucleic acid molecule that comprises SEQ ID NO: 1 . 

Claims 56-58 and 6 1 -92 read on the species election required by the Office Action (and claims 56-58 
and 61-85 read on species elected for Group I). 
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
